The new crane used for unloading 
material has been busy and ther» Is 
now enough material ahead to keep 
the work going. 


This year the material will be haul- 


ed directly from the station to the 
job. 
Last year It was hauled from the 


railroad cars to the piles located 
conveniently as possible to the mixer 
and then reloaded and hauled to the 
mixer in batches. The unloading from 
the railroad cars was done last year 
by hand. This year the unloading 
will be done by the power crane and 
dumped Into stock piles at the rail- 
road. From these piles it will be 
picked up as needed and loaded Into 
a hopper by the crane and from the 
hopper dumped Into trucks by grav- 
ity.

THE "SICK" COAL MINES. 


For eeveral weeks the country has 


oeen hearing a good deal about the 
coal industry being "sick." Accord- 
ing to numerous observers, it was 
poorly planned, got a wrong start In 
the world, and by now is pretty much 
altogether out of Joint. 


A sample statement of the ail- 


ment that afflicts the coal industry 
is that in the soft coal field there 
are plant and workmen sufficient 
to get out 750 million tons a year, 
while the consuming capacity of the 
countiy is only BOO million tons. Of 
course this means operation for only 
two thirds of the time. 


Do we not find a good deal of this 


same ailment in other Industries and 
enterprises built up by men? Yes, 
there is more than enough of it, and 
yet not a great deal is said about 
it except in the case of coal. 


There is a reason for this big noise 


over ailment In the coal line while 
we have silence concerning the same 
thing in other lines. 
In 
the past 


twenty years the governments, state 
and federal, have Interfered consid- 
erably in coal production, and as a 
rule they have kept out of other 
lines. So that in the case of coal 
there is added to the common ail- 
ment that of government Interference 
This latter variation, 
flourish, 
or 


whatever you call it, is more ser- 
ious than the general ailment. 


If AT DIDN'T MISS A LIOZ.

rectory of fifty-eight years ago.

The number of undertakers her* in 


1S6S was Identically tha same as tha 
number here today, four.

A cabinet maker 
was also a coffin maker, from which 
he very naturally became an under- 
taker.

Thick and Fast Now 


Indiana Contest Advance Guard for Contests In Many 


States-^-Several Hold Unusual Interest.

Washington, D. C, May «—With 


the Indiana, primary out of tha way, 
w« can noir look forward to several 
fairly crowded we«k« at similar tests 
of political sentiment In widely sep- 
arated states. 


The first cornea In Pennsylvania, a 


week from next Tuesday. In Penn- 
sylvania two senators 
are 
to be 


clrotien. 
These senators will be the 


permanent successors, until the ends 
ot their terms, at least, of Penrose 
and Kmox. 
But It 1s not In these 


senatorial choices, that the largest 
Interest In th« Pennsylvania primar- 
ies lies. 
The big fight In Pennsyl- 


vania Is on the governorship, and the 
chief reason for Its Interest lies In 
the (act that Glfford Plnchot Is a 
candidate. 


OREGON FOLLOWS. 


After these Pennsylvania primar- 


ies, the next will occur In Oregon on 
May 19th. In these Oregon"primar- 
ies no senator is to be chosen, and the 
only national officers Involved are 
the three member* of congress. A 
considerable slate of local officials, 
including a governor, three members 
of the supreme court, a state treas- 
urer, together with county officers 
and members of the legislature, are 
also to be chosen. 


CONGRESSIONAL RACE. 


A'fter Oregon, the next state to hold 


primaries will be North Carolina. In 
this state also no senator is to tie 
chosen, but the entire congressional 
delegation from the state is Involv- 
ed, Among these the only one na- 
tionally prominent is Congressman 
Claude KItclun of 
Scotland 
Neok.

on Railroad is Retired 


On Pennsylvania System Ever Since Line Was First 


Placed Through Decatur. 


Time has worked great changes in 


railroading, according to John J. 
Redmond, passenger engineer on the 
Pennsylvania Peorla 
division, who 


•wag retired on a pension by the 
railroad company a few weeks ago, 


, after practically fifty years of con- 


t.nuous service. 


Mr. Redmond, who has run into and 


out of ^nd through Decatur for many 
years and is known to every "Pennsy" 
man 
In 
Decatur, has 
now been 


"written up" by Superintendent T. C. 
Herbert's office at Decatur for the 
company's publicity department and 
Jvs brief sketch gives some interest- 
In:; early history of the railroads en- 
t°ringr Decatur from the southeast. 


The sketch given is as follows: 


49 TEARS, 11 MONTHS. 


"J. J. Redmond, passenger Englne- 


Ji-nr. Peorla Division, was placed on 
the "Honor Roll" March 1st, 1922, 
after 49 years and 11 months service 
at the age of 68 years, T months, 21 
davs. Mr. Redmond was born at 
Dover, 
X. J., July 7th, 1853. He 


entered the service of the Paris and 
Decatur railroad (now Peorla Dl- 
lislon) April 9th, 1S72, at the ags of 
1* years as 
a locomotive fireman.

first train running from Arctla to 
Terre Haute and return, which was 
an excursion train May 1st, 1872. Ho 
continued working on construction 
trains during the time the line was 
built 
from Arcola to Hervey City 


which point was reached In the fall 
of 1872. During those days funds 
for railroad construction 
was re- 


ceived to a large extent from sub- 
sidies of townships and 
counties 


through which the road proposed to 
run. In fact the location of the Una 
was largely Influenced by the gener- 
osity of the communities through 
which th» line passed.

CHANGE PLAN'S. 


"When the builders reached a. point 


just east of Lake City they realized 
that they would be unable to get Into

toon Kailroad for 1olnt use of track 
between Hervey City and Decatur 
Junction.

MANY EXPERIENCES. 


"He has had many Interesting: ex- 


periences, particularly during the 
early period of his service. "It was 
a long time between pay days." In 
recent years we have heard much of 
"back pay." Mr. Redmond had back 
pay du« him quite frequently In the 
early days of his railroad experience. 
In March, 1882, the Paris and Deca- 


tur Railroad ceased operation for a 
short time. Mr. Redmond and con- 
ductor, Leslie Helmer (now deceased) 
took it upon themselves to operate a 
passenger train between Terrs Hauta 
and Arcola, deducting from the cash 
collections the wages for themselves 
and ere1? and remitting balance to 
the treasurer. 


"Rails and ties for repairs were 


scarce. The trackmen found it nec- 
essary to cut ties from nearby tim- 
ber when necessary to make replace- 


ments. Old rail 
had to b« use'i 


again and again, 
cutting oft the 


damaged parts. This continued un- 
til there were pieces of rail In the 
main track varying from six Inches 
to thirty feet. 
Th» freight equip- 


ment, the cars being of but « to 15 
ton capacity. There were also a few 
wood burning locomotives which had 
been borrowed from the Decatur, Sul- 
livan and Mattoon_ Railroad 
during 


the period they were not In opera 
tlon."
